the future of such irsvements for class warfare. A single question asked at 
? late hour of the night, the reply of a labor leader, saved Britain from civil 


i war: and the world from the consequences thereof. 


The authority is J. H. TUCmas. General Secretary of the British Railway- 


men's Federation. There could be no better. He was at the head of the whole 
Socialistic movement. He would have been aj; the head of the British Govern- 
ment had the present regime been overthrown. 
His revelations were made 


in ihe course of a secret speech he made to the Railwaymen at Derby, which 
has been long suppressed, but a copy of which I now have (one of two in the 
United States).
